TH E SOTELDO TRAGEDY. 


W a s h in g t o n , Feb. 13.—All mystery as 
to who fired the fatal shot in the Soteldo 
tragedy was solved to day, by the evi­ 
dence taken before the coroner’s jury. 
After a consultation of less than ten 
minutes, the following verdict was ren­ 
dered: 
That Antonio M. Soteldo, Jr., came to

C o h u e says, in preserving beef, tin* 
ribs will keep longest fire or six d ays 
in summer—tho middle of the loin next, 
the rump next, the round n ex t, and, the 
shortest of all, the brisket, which will 
not keep more than three d a y s iii hot 
weather. 
To f i x pencil marks so they will not 
rub out, take well-skimmed milk ami

rubbing. 
Place upon a fiat board to 
dry. 
Hanging Meat.—Meat should be 
hung long enough to grow ten for; if t>.<> 
long it beeo:m*a dry, loses its juices aud 
avie lit, and if not hung long enough :t 
is tough and hard.

C a l c im in e.—Whitewash rubs off the 
walls upon the hands and clothing ; eal- 
eimim* does not. Calcimine—-prepsr **1 
kaolin -call be obtained at almost any 
drug store at trilling cost. 
To prepare 
it for u-.e place it in a vessel of suitable 
.size, then scald it w ith sufficient water 
to make it the consistency of hot mush ; 
let it partially cool; then thin down with 
skimmed milk to the proper consistency 
for use. Skimmed milk is best, as tin* 
fatty or butter part of new* milk would 
spoil the mixture. Observe these d ir e c ­ 
ti >ns and the material will l>e read y for 
list*. 
Apply with a whitewash brush. 
This mixture will work smoothly and 
not drag under the brush as most other 
mixtures for whitewash. 
It can be 
colored to suit the taste of those 
using it. 
For the Hands.—In order to pre­ 
serve the hands soft and white they 
should always be washed in warm water 
with line soap, and carefully din d with 
a moderately coarse towel, being well 
rubbed every time to insure a brisk cir­ 
culation, than which nothing can 1»<* 
more effectual in promoting a transpar­ 
ent and soft surface.

Au Outside White wash. 
Few people know* how* easily white­ 
wash is made, and how valuable w hen 
properly applied. It not only prevents 
th** decay of wood, but is greatly con­ 
ducive to the healthfulness of buildings, 
whether wood or stone. 
Out-buildings* 
and fences, when not painted, snould be 
supplied once or twice a year with a 
g o o d coat of whitewash, which should 
I*** prepared in the following way : 
Take a clean, water-tight barrel, or 
other suitable cask, aud put into it 
about half a bushel of lime; slack it 
bv pouring water over it boiling hot, 
iiinl put iii a sufficient quantity of water 
to cover it five inches deep, and stir it 
briskly until thoroughly slacked; when 
tim slacking has been thoroughly ef­ 
fected, dissolve it in water, and mid two 
pounds of sulphate of zinc and common 
salt. 
These will cause the wash to 
harden and prevent its cracking, which 
gives an unsightly appearance to tho 
work. 
If desirable, a beautiful cream color 
may bo given to the above wash by add­ 
ing three im muds of yellow ochre ; or a 
good pearl by lead, lamp, vine or ivy 
black. 
For fawn color, add four pounds 
of umber, Turkish or American—the 
latter is the cheaper—one pound of In­ 
dian red, one ]>ound of common lamp­ 
black.—Fanners' Magazine and I2urcit 
(Snide.

Lar^e or Sw all Farms. 


Ideas about agriculture are diversi­ 
fied and often conflicting, but it seems 
to be a generally accepted one that 
small farms are better than large ones. 
it is quite fashionable for agricultural 
w riters to decry large farms and to de­ 
clare that the great reason of the poor 
status of agriculture is that our farms 
are too large. 
This is held to be es­ 
pecially true of the W estern States. 
It 
may be so. 
The greed for land has 
been great, yet I am inclined to think 
that the evil is not so g reat as it is rep­ 
resented to be. 
Still there is some rea­ 
son for the idea. 
There is a limit to 
the capabilities of every man, both m en­ 
tal and 
W estern land has 
try and farm twice as much land as they 
should. 
But not (infrequently the man 
who farms one hundred to res does as 
badh as the one who has live hundred. 
He may have proportionately a greater 
excess. 
Some men can Linn five times 
as much land as others. 
In fact as far 
at my own observation goes, it is our 
largest farm ers who are our best farm ­ 
ers. 
I thiuk that the way the land is 
tilled does not depend so much on the 
num ber of acres in the farm as on the 
system , intelligent brain 
work and 
strict business principles of the farm er 
himself. 
Large 
farms have some disadvan­ 
tages. 
I do not think that one man 
can probably farm more than eighty 
acres of good tillable land. 
If he is 
able to run four tim es this much he 
m ust hire three hands to help till it. 
Now this brings labor and capital in 
contrast, and makes only one land­ 
holder where there should be four. 
Then the hired man has no personal 
interest in his work; w hether he does 
his work well or bad it makes no dif­ 
ference to him. so lie gets his wages. 
Hum an nature is always partial to 
shirking; as a consequence four-fifths 
of the hired farm hands of the country 
shirk their work and the result is poor 
farming. 
But the g reat trouble is that the 
farm er in his haste to get more land 
goes 
into 
debt. 
Probably 
he has 
enough money to buy aint well stock 
eighty acres. 
But instead of so doing, j 
he buys one hundred and sixty, goes • 
into debt and has no money for stool; j 
or farm ing implements. W ith no cattle 
or sheep to eat the fodder or straw , or i 
swine to eat tile corn, the produce that 
can be m arketed 
is sold oil" of the 
farm. 
This in tim e will impoverish 
any farm. 
W hat we want is stock 
enough to c it the grain, straw and fod­ 
der raised on the farm. But the farm er 
has not the stock, neither has lie farm- i 
ing im plem ents and m achinery. 
He j 
uses old plows, rollers, drags, culti- , 
\ators, scythes, hoes. etc., and 
of 
course cannot do good farm ing with 
them . 
Ju st as a carpenter could not 
do good carpentering with worn out 
tools. 
He hires his neighbor's reaper 
and drill, and of course waits until his 
neighbor cuts or drills his own grain. 
W hile waiting, five times out of ten, 
his grain lodges, becomes too ripe, or 
else his w heat ground th at he had 
ready for the drill that he is waiting J 
for gets out of condition. 
This is poor 
farming. 
I cannot blame a farm er so 
situated for com plaining of hard times, 
while all the time the dreadful thought 
and fact of debt hangs over him and 
his wife, to give uneasiness during the 
day and unrest at night. 
Suppose that he hail purchased only 
eighty acres of land. 
Then he would 
have had money to stock it. buy neces­ 
sary farm m achinery of good quality, 
and have had a Utile ready cash for 
safe bargains. 
Hight here is the great 
defect of our farm ing to day. 
So awful 
many of us are always hard up. 
we 
have none of the wherewithal where 
we erin handle it. 
A neighbor wants 
to sell some calves or hogs at figures 
th at will give a bargain to the pur­ 
chaser, but we have no money to buy 
and some speculator pockets the gain. 
There is always som ething happening 
whereby we m ight make nu an*/ if we 
had a little ready capital to employ. 
I 
would not advise fanners ti* sporulate 
and neglect their own business, but 
there are often little speculat ions per­ 
fectly safe afld reasonably profitable 
that the farm er 
m ight engage 
in. 
W hen a neighbor has cheap hogs ami 
another cheap corn for sale, tin* farm er 
with ready capital could buy both, and 
feeding the corn to the hogs reap a rich 
reward. 
A farm er in debt often practices false 
eeouoiuy. 
He has forty acres of corn 
to put out. 
He feels poor, resolves to 
economize, does not hire help, but re­ 
solves to prepare the ground and culti­ 
vate the corn himself. 
If he hail noth­ 
ing else to do, lost no tim e by rain or 
any othar cause, he might put out and 
cultivate that area of corn. 
But it 
commences to rain, the fanner gets in 
a hurry, plow -w hen the ground is wet. 
an*! as a consequence breaks up cloddy, 
puts the corn iii the mud, does not cul­ 
tivate it properly, and gets tw enty bush­ 
els of corn per acre. 
Or he concludes that he cannot a fiord 
to fix some w eak fence, anil that night 
the cattle break over the fen ell ami de­ 
stroy the wheat and corn.

He has to take 
them very young to succeed. 
Even 
when taken young they are. subject to 
diseases, no m atter how careful they 
may be handled, from which in N ature 
J hey are free. 
Consumption especially 
is very disastrous, large num bers dying 
annually from this one discase alone. 
The w ant of exercise of a kind suited to 
their 
wild nature, and w hat is 
to 
them the cheerful surroundings of their 
native homes, makes all the difference. 
We may learn valuable lessons in the 
treatm ent 
of our domestic animals 
from these considerations 
Our care 
ma}’ not always be kindness. 
Animals 
re pure recreation as well as tho lest of 
us, and are better able to take care of 
themselves than we think for.—Her­ 
mantown Telegraph.

it is a rem arkable fact that iii a state 
of Nature we seldom see a sick animal. 
Of course, when a beast or bird be­ 
comes a little weak, it is an easy prey 
to carnivorous animals thai are a1 w ats 
on the lookout for chances, aud this 
will keep down the num ber of sick sub­ 
jects that would otherwise come before 
us. 
But it is uot likely that it would 
keep down all, and allowing, therefore, 
for this possibility of an early taking 
off of a weak subject, we should still 
sec some and certainly many more than 
we do. 
We think it is tolerably c e r­ 
tain th at when in a state of N ature 
uot 
near 
as 
many 
diseases fol­ 
low an animal, as when it is under 
domestic care. 
It is quite probable th at there is 
much more in the popul ir phrase about 
killing things with kindness than we 
imagine. 
Not that we should be harsh 
or unfeeling, but we do many things 
limier the feeling of care that are un­ 
necessary, and even injurious to do. 
W’e do tilings for some certain reason, 
and then continue the practice from 
habit without any reason at ad. 
Take, 
for instance, the way in which a brood 
of young chickens are treated. 
It is 
‘ju te likely th at if there is long grass 
about or tall weeds, the young may 
l>e dragged through by a thought­ 
less hen till the little chickens are 
tired out, or perhaps lost. 
To guard 
against this, the jieu is put into a coop 
as soon as the chickens are hatched till 
they are strong enough to follow pretty 
well 
w herever she may lead them . 
This being usually the case on farms, 
the practice became rather common, till 
every one thinks a young brood with 
the m other m ust be cooped up. Those 
who refuse or neglect to follow’ this 
practice would be thought to bo very 
green sort of people. 
No one ever 
thinks to ask why they do this. 
Only 
it is the practice and it is done. 
But the experience 01 large num bers 
pr-jve that many young chicks are lost

Mr. VV. L. Gookius, the jeweler, has 
had a remarkable clock in his hands for 
repair, during the past two or three 
weeks, which is the oldest clock in the 
city, and connected with which there is 
doubtless an interesting history. 
This 
ancient time-piece belongs to the Hon. 
James Menzies, and was taken to Mr. 
Gookms for a general cleaning up and a 
new case, When asked for the history 
of tile clock. Mr. Menzies wrote to Mr. 
Gookius as follows: 
“ In answer to your request for a his­ 
tory of the clock now at your store to be 
cleaned, I will state that there is no writ­ 
ten record of its age or history; what I 
know about it is what was stated to me 
by my father, aud is simply this: That 
about 130 or 140 years ago it was the 
property of the chief of tho Menzies, 
aud kept by him in his ^castle in Perth­ 
shire, Scotland;’ that it had been in that 
family for about IOO years previous bi 
that time; that about that time they 
wert* making some improvements about 
tho castle and having new and more 
modern furniture put in it; aud that my 
great grandfather on my father’s side be 
iug near of kin to the chief, he made a 
present of the clock to him. 
Since tlia 
time it bus been in our fumily, and came 
into my possession in the regular line o' 
descent.” 
In addition to this, Mr. Menzies says 
“I forgot to state in my letter that it 
has been the custom when any of our 
race died to stop the clock at the time o 
the death and set it iu motion again after 
the funeral. Tho last member of our 
family who died was my step-mother who 
died at 5l<> o’clock p. rn. on the 26th day 
oi last October. When I went out of her 
room to the room where tile clock stool 
I found that it had sniped itself just a 
that time. I have tried several times 
since then to make it go, but it wonlt 
go only for a few minutes at a time anti 
I took it to you, In former times this 
would be regarded as something mysteri 


o h s . I suppose what made it stop was 
that it need id cleaning, still it was a re 
markable coincidence that it stopped a ; 
the very minute at which she passee 
away.”
